BENNINGTON, Vt., Sept 20.—With 


shotguns and. revolvers aimed at the 
building containing the First National 
bank at North Benntngtqn, an excited 
posse''of officers and citizens early to- 
day spent some time awaiting the ap- 
peanmco of burglars who were sup- 
posed to be inside. Finally some one 
suggested that It might . be advisable 
to make a search of the interior of the 
building and when this had been cqm- 


pleled with the utmost ca.ution.it was 
found that the midnight marauders had 
fled and that the bank's funds were 
intact. A small amount of money wns 
missing from the postofflce, which IE 
located in the same building. There is 
no clue to the identity or whereabouts 
of the burglars. The noise which they 
made in breaking into the building at- 
tracted tho attention of persons living 
nearby and the hasty assembling of 
the posse followed.

2. Has the city tho power to seize 


land for a public hall? 


In reply to your first question, it Is 


my opinion that slnco the Huntington 
hali commission is the creature of an 
ordinance enacted by the city council, 
it may be abolished by the repeal of 
such ordinance, even though the ordi- 
nance provide, that the members shall 
hold their office until certain things 
have been accomplished by them. This 
latter provision holds good only 
so 


long as tho ordinance itself remains in 
force. 
Further, if it 1)0 deemed expedient, 


the individual members of the commis- 


sion may be removed without tho re- 
peal iof the ordinance, either by'the 
mayor and a majority of 
the city 


council or by a two-thirds vote of 
the city* council alone. 


Your second. Question relates to the 


right of eminent domain. 


By section 4ft • of chapter 25 of 
the 


Revised Laws, "a town, at a meeting 
held for the purpose, may vote to takft 
any land within its limits not appro- 
priated to public uses, as a pluco for 
the erection of a town hall or thu en- 
largement of.its town hall Jot; but no 
lot so taken shall exceed one acre 'in 
area.

The 20th anniversary of the conse- 


cration of St. Anne's mission in No'rtl 
Billerlca Was observed Sunday -alter 
noon with special services conducted 
by Rev. A. St. John Clianibro, D. D. 
pastor of St. Anne's church of Lowell, 
assisted by Rev. A. E. Paul, lay readei 
of Cambridge.

Dr. Cham- 
ire spoke of the sterling- qualities of 
the late bishop, one of the last duties 
of whose episcopate was to consecrate 
his church to the glory and servlco of 
3od. It was tho 63d consecration per- 
'ormed by Bishop Paddock during his 
S years as bishop, the anniversary of 
which he observed that very day. 


The Sunday school was formed on 


March 4, 1887, with Joseph Brown as 
uperintendent, und that gentleman 
has been clerk of the mission since It 
vas founded.

ANCIENT VOLUME 


WAS FOUND IN A LIBRARY 


BOSTON 


BOSTON. Sept. 20.—The finding of 


the rare and ancient copy of the com- 
mentaries of Accursius on the "Instl- 
tutiontis" of Justinian, a beautifully Il- 
luminated quarto printed in 1472, after 
It had lain among some dusty pam- 
phlets so long that none of the officials 
was aware of its existence, marked the 
•opening of the new quarters of the So- 
cial Law Library yesterday. The curi- 
osity 
was discovered by Edward H. 


Redstone, assistant librarian. 


There are hut three known copies of 


the volume In existence, the others be- 
ing under the care of the British Mu- 
seum. 


The 
book -was printed by Peter 


Scheyffer. or Schoyffer. of Germany, 
the partner of Gutenberg, who invented 
tho first printing press. 


Both the text of the "Institutiones" 


and the surrounding commentaries are 
printed In double column. The "Insti- 
tutiones," are, of course, in classic Lat- 
in and the commentaries In the later 
Latin used by the learned of the middle 
ages. 


It consists of 103 pages, in four 


books, bound In vellum. The first and 
large last pages are thought to have 
been done by hand. 
The rest of tho 


book, according to the British Museum 
authorities, 
Is entirely, even to the 


beautiful colored capitals, one of the 
first examples of the use of the print- 
Ing press. 


The only possible clue ns to the orig- 


inal owner who passed It over to tho 
library consists of n small paper pasted 
on tho Inside of the vellum cover, 
which roads that -it was from the 
booke of "Edvardl Booking, I. V. D. et 
P, P, O. In Univ. Litt. Bonn," and bears 
tho date 18B8, with the word Borusslco.

Know- 
Ing the man with whom he works, he 
can tell If his curves are breaking right, 
can make him work slowly when he is 
Inclined to hurry and can make him 
hurry when he is inclined to the con- 
trary. 


.The catcher Is the chief watcher 


the bases when occupied, passes sig- 
nals for the pitcher throwing to catch 
runners too far from the bags and sig- 
nals the proper time for delivering the 
ball to the batter. 


Aside from this mental effort, he 


must snatch off any kind of a curve 
the pitcher lets loose, must dig up wild 
pitches that go into the ground and 
must chase the elusive foul fly. He 
. must block the runner who slides into 
the plate and must take his turn at 
the bat.

of average Intellect or physical ability 
quite busy. 


Tet the catcher, so the majority of 


the fans think, is a mere machine that 
stops the curves thrown by the pitcher 
the batter misses.

Scheyffer, or Schoyffer, of Germany, 
the partner of Gutenberg, who invented 
the first printing press. 


Both the text of the "Institutiones" 


and the surrounding commentaries are 
printed In double column. The "Insti- 
tntiones," are, of course] in classic Lat- 
in and the commentaries in the later 
Latin used by the learned of the middle 
ages.

consists of 103 pages, in four 


books, bound In vellum. The first and 
large last pages are thought to have 
been done by hnnd.

There is no reason why public convenience and necessity should suffer on 
account of any local controversy between a town and a railway company. 


For several years the merchants of Massachusetts have been com-

They looked forward for relief 


to the time when a trolley express would run throughout the state. The 
coming of the trolley express has been retarded by the refusal of certain 
towns to grant a franchise to the Boston & Northern company to do an 
express business. It is well that there is a higher authority to protect the 
public interests in the matter.. 


The people of Chelmsford have been demanding a renewal of the tracks 


,.nd roadbed on the lines leading to the Centre and the North village. The 
company has put in a new roadbed in the Centre and will have the track 
renewed to North Cbelmsford by next year.

Runels; and Hurt! absent, met with 
Ma.vor Meehan in the latter's office last 
night and discussed the question of a 
public hall, but nothins definite was ac- 
complished.

Revised Laws,', "a town, at a'meeting 
held for the purpose, may vote to take 
any land within its limits not appro- 
priated to.public uses, as a place for 
the erection of a town hall or. the en- 
largement of its town hall lot; but no 
lot so taken shall exceed one acre in 
area.

a common conveyance, and a statement 
of the purpose for which it is taken, 
both of which shall be signed by the 
selectmen, and the title of such land 
iliall vest in the town from the time 
of such recording. 


This etatut-8 applies tO'-tilties by vir- 


tue of section 2, of chapter 26 of the 
revised laws, which latter act reads as 
follows: 
"Chapter 26 and all oth«r

to; and cities shall be subject to the 
liabilities, nnd city councils shall have 
the powers, of towns; the mayor and 
aldermen shall have tho powers and be 
subject to the liabilities of selectmen, 
and the city clerks,

Ing town onlcere, if no other provisions 
are made relative to them."

ANCIENT VOLUME 


WAS FOUND IN A LIBRARY 


BOSTON 


BOSTON, Sept. 20.—The finding o 


the rare and ancient copy of the com 
mentnries of Accurslus on the "Insti 
tutlones" of Justinian,>a beautifully 11 
luminatcd 'quarto printed in 1472, afte: 
it had lain among some dusty panv 
phleta so long that none of the officials 
was aware of its existence, marked th< 
opening of the new quarters of the So- 
cial Lav.1 Library yesterday. Tho curi- 
osity 
was discovered by Edward H 


Redstone, assistant librarian. 
/'There are but three known copies o 
the volume in existence, the others be- 
ing under tho care of the British Mu- 
seum. 


The 
book 
-was printed 
by Peter 


Schoyffer, or Schoyffer, of Germany 
t*he partner of Gutenberg, who inventec 
tho first printing press. 


Both the text of tho "Institutiones" 


and the surrounding commentaries are 
printed in double column. 'The "Insti- 
tutioneK," are, of course, in classic Lat- 
in and the commentaries in the later 
Latin tifcd by the learned of the mlddl 
ages. 


It consists of 103 pages, in four 


books, bound in vellum. The first anc 
large last pages are thought to have 
been done by hand. The rest of the 
book, according to the British Museum 
authorities, is 
entirely, even to the 


beautiful colored capitals, one of the 
first examples of the use of the print- 
ing press. 


The only-possiblc clue as to the orig 


innl owner who passed it over to the 
library consists nf a smnll paper pasted 
on tho inside of the vellum cover, 
which roads that It was from tho 
bonks of "Edvardl Hocking, I. V. r>, et 
P. P. O. in Univ. Lift. Ilonn." and bears 
the date ISiiS. with the word IJoruaslco.

stock in the concern of P. Lennox & Co. 
valued at $1,000,000. 


In September of 1907 the firm of P. 


Lennox & Co. failed, with • liabilities 
amounting to about $2,000,000. Later,' 
during the bankruptcy 
proceedings. 


Lennox Was questioned, and'It is how 
charged that he admitted fh'at -his 
holdings in the failed concern were 
much less than $1,000,000.

Acute inflammation of the lymphatic 


glands generally takes place with some 
inflammatory process near the region 
from which its lymph is gathered, as in 
strangles, nasal gleet or nasal catarrh, 
ulcerated teeth, the glands between tho 
branches of the lower Jaw and may 
lead to suppuration. 
Other portions of 


the body suffer in like manner as In 
pneumonia the bronchial glands are af-< 
fected, in pharyngitis the glands above 
the trachea are tho ones attacked. The 
jlands swell, are much inflamed, pain- 
ful and hot, the tissues surrounding are 
nvolved, abscess forms and suppura- 
tion usually takes place; In milder 
'onus the exudation may be absorbed 
and the glands recover without suppu- 
rating, when In the limbs the entire 
main of glands may be affected. The 
reatment should bo hot fomentations, 
camphorated oil or soap liniment, but 
f signs of abscess, apply linseed meal 
poultice, hot. or possibly a light blister- 
ng will answer the purpose. Open Cree- 
y at the proper time, drain the pus and 
cleanse with a good disinfectant.
